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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph. 

The claim is narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or operational 
language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. The claim must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of the 
claims in the patents cited. 

The following claim drafted by the examiner, is presented to applicant for consideration. 
The claim presented below is the examiner's perception of the Applicant's invention and as such, 
the examiner's presentation of the Applicant's invention may or may not patentably distinguish 
over the prior art but should be used as a guideline for preparing an amendment to the current 
claims. 

1. A cardiac output measuring apparatus adapted to non-invasively measure the cardiac 
output of a patient, comprising: 

a digital thermometer to generate skin temperature data, comprising a flat surface sensor 
wherein said flat surface sensor is previously cooled to a predetermined temperature, 

a processing means to: 



receive said skin temperature data from said digital thermometer, 



calculate a heat transfer parameter from said skin temperature data,

further calculate a blood flow velocity from said heat transfer parameter, and 
approximate the cardiac output of said patient from said blood flow velocity. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

1. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schwab (US Patent 
No 3,593,704). The claims being replete with indefinite language, the prior art of Schwab, 
disclosing an apparatus deriving cardiac output, pulse rate, and blood flow from skin temperature 
is found to anticipate the claimed invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Epstein (US Patent No 
4,493,564). The claims being replete with indefinite language, the prior art of Epstein, disclosing 
an apparatus deriving cardiac output, pulse rate, and blood flow from skin temperature is found 
to anticipate the claimed invention.
